Dusting Off His Lens of Prophecy, 


A. & M. Fifty Years From Today? 


President W alton Looks Into Future 


By Ed KILMAN 
H outton P ost-D ispatch 
Moved by that intrigue which 
the mysteries of the future ever 
hold for mortal kind, I asked pres­ 
ident T. 0. Walton for his vision of 
A. and M. College BO years hence. 
Tim great Texas educational in- 
atitution, you know, has just pass­ 
ed the first half-century of its ex­ 
istence, during which time its as- 
s<‘ts have grown from a few thous­ 
and dollars to some $8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
and its student body has inc eased 
from six to 5000. 
“ That vision,” replied Doctor 
Walton with a cryptic smile, “ is 
somewhat clouded by the haze of 
uncertainty aa to how much de­ 
velopment the legislature will per­ 
m it.” 
Assuming however, for the col 
lege a fair legislative opportunity 
grow, he indicated his outlook 
for A. and M. half

|y by turning the lens of prophecy 
back over the BO years that have 
flown.

While the outlook appeared fair 
enough- -even radiant in its possi 
bilities- he sighted in the path of 
those future years the crisis of 
American welfare, due to the de 
generacy of that phase of civilize 
tion in which A. and M. is prt 
marily interested— rural life.

Faculty was composed of men 
trained in the classical field, un­ 
able to grasp the real significance 
of the law under which the college 
was established. For the first three 
years it was little more than a clas­ 
sical school with the military fea­ 
ture top-grafted in order to com­ 
ply with provisions of the land 
grant act. 
Little thought was giv­ 
en to the leading purposes of the 
school— to teach those branches of 
learning related to agriculture and 
mechanical arts. 
This caused dis­ 
satisfaction in the strident body 
and brought much criticism of the 
college throughout the state. Dia- 
sentions now arose within the fac­ 
ulty and finally, in the summer of 
1879, all but two members of the 
faculty were asked to reeign.' 
But the 
college 
managed 
to 
keep its head above water, and as 
time went on, it got its feet on 
firm ground. 
It was reorganized 
in 1879 under Colonel John James 
as president, 
with 
a 
course of 
study in which agriculture and the 
mechanical arts were given their 
intended emphasis. 
41 A re E nrolled 
During the session of 1881-82 
there were 41 students in agricul­ 
ture and 159 in mechanics; the dis­ 
proportion being due to the more 
attractive equipment of the me­ 
chanical departm ent, and to the 
misconception of the true nature 
and objective of agricultural in­ 
struction.
